WiN.vii'Ko, July 5. — Laiit winter a No- . 
va Scotiaii private banker named W. li. i 
Cogswell purcha.scd a quantity of land 
about nine miles fruiu tho city and con- 
ceivod tho idea of laying out a new town, 
to bo called Xor«oud. A huge hotel, was 
to bo constiuctod, and H. M. Hirkohberg 
was ungagod to run it. lie bought car- 
piit.s from Moodio it Co., Lut a note of 
Cogswell's for t'500 w.as returned to him 
"■unaccepted. Whilo ho was waiting in 
this city for tho new city to spring into 
cxi.Htenco h« got into debt, .and in a 
tnomout of weakness ho raiacd §100 
on a • noto, thinking, ilouHtloss, th.it 
ho could make it up by his .ser- 
vices. Tlio scheme foil ihrciugli, and 
.Uirschberg found himself in diflionlly. 
Tho noto was deni.indod of him, but he 
could not get it without liquidating tho 
8100 on it, and he was arrested on a 
charge of emhuzzloment. Ho was sent 
to trial, but reloasod on his own bail. 
He could have loft thc'country at any luo- 
iiiont, but hoped that Gnally ho would be 
.ible to raise the missing :$100, and know- 
ing he had done what was nut right, was 
willing to sulfur for his error. He w.as 
brought up for trial; hu had not been 
able to make good tlio amount of the note 
— §100 — 80 was, after a sovoro lecture 
from tho judge, sotitonced-to two years in 
ihe provincial penitentiary. Hirachborg 
is well known in Toronto.

MoxTREAL, July 16. — Tho moat oiton- 
Bivo Bcizuro over made hero for ycar.-i by 
the customs took place yesterday. It 
amounts to between §15,000 and?50,000. 
For Home liino past ofDci.als of this port 
havo had their suspicions aroused th:U 
Now York tea brokers were engaged in 
making false entries of tens in onlur to 
oheat the govfjrnment out of ten lioroent. 
duty. A sharp lookout wad kept .uul it 
lell to the lot of Deputy Collector O'H.ara 
to attach a consignment transmitted 
through the Blorohant'a Forwarding Com- 
pany by Dudley, Flail & Co., of New 
York, to Kirko, Lockory, & Co., \rholo- 
.^alc merch:inl3 of this cirj'. When (he 
present tariif was imposed the duty on 
tea importorl direct from tho country 
where grown was entirely abolished, but 
in order to encourage direct trado v.-ith 
those countries a differential duty of ton 
percent. n:is placed upon all indirect 
nhipmnni,s. Thore i.s iiu doubt the huv 
has been ovaduil tn a groat, e.tti.'iit by 
New Yorkor.i. The direct trado witli 
China and .Tapan not having developed 
to tho cstont anticipated ia cvidonco 
forthcoming to the effoct that tea now 
under seizure was taken out of .store in 
Now York. Tho affair has caused a nen- 
!i:ition among tlio trade here aRbi..iiyh it 
ban not got into tho local prca.i yet.
